(4) Alabama Electric has recently completed a maj- 
or expansion of its facilities, involving expenditure of 
some $7.5 million. Major part was in expanding the Mc- 
Williams Power Plant in Gantt from a capacity of 15,000 
KW to 37,000 KW. Some $9 million is now invested in 
this plant. 


(5) According to recent announcements by the State 
Planning and Industrial Development Board, 1960 saw 18 
new or expanded industries in the area served by Alaba- 
ma Electric. Investment figures were not revealed for alt 
of these, but a capital outlay of several million dollars is 
involved. More than 1,500 new jobs were created. 

( 6) Alabama Electric is a non-profit organization 
which began operations on a loan secured from the Rural 
Flectrification: Administration (REA).

(7) Alabama Electric is one of the largest taxpavers 
in the area. In 1961 it paid $6,000 in property taxes in 
Coffee county.

buy 6.000 feet of lumber, and 
advertised for bids on 8,000 tax 
assessment sheets.

King to make the repairs to 
the county jail which had been 
recommended in the present- 
ment by the Grand Jury.

Methodist Church 


A Nebraska-born educator, 
who has served for three dé- 
cades as a missionary of the 
Methodist Church in China 
and in Japan, will be the guest, 
Speaker at Elba Methodist 
Church Friday, Feb. 27, at 7 p.

Mrs, Marguerite L, Berkey, 
whose late husband, Earl Ralph 
Berkey, was also a missionary 
in China, now makes her home 


in Miami, Flarida, while on 
furlough from Japan. 
Born in Norfolk, Nebraska, 


Mrs. Berkey was educated at 
Nebraska Wesleyan University, 
Garrett Biblical Institute, and 
the University of Michigan. 
She was a public school teagh= 
er in Nebraska before her mar- 
riage to Mr. Berkey and their 
assignment as missionaries to 
China in 1922. 

Mr, and Mrs. Berkey were 
stationed in Peking in educa- 
tional work from 1922 to 1924. 
But after her husband’s death 
in the latter year, Mrs, Berkey 
was assigned to Tientsin, Chi- 
na. There she served until the 
area was overrun by the com- 
munists. 

While in Tientsin, 
key was ordained 
and admitted to 
China Annual Conference by 
the late Bishop Kaung. She 
was a teacher in Tientsin Hui 
Wen School, and associate pas 
tor of the South Gate Metho«- 
dist Church in that city. 

During World War II, Mrs. 
Berkey was in the U. S. A., and 
was appointed by Bishop W. C. 
Martin as a supply pastor in 
Nebraska. After the war, she 
returned to mission work, and 
was assigned to teaching and 
counseline service in Polmore 
Institute, Kebe, Janan.
